The ‘Study of Music Opens Up New 


Wonders

Keeeping Choice Apples 

To keep choice apples in good con- 
dition all winter pack them in saw- 
dust.

Position of Invaded Serbia Becomes

_ The following appeal for help and} 
justice for the starving Serbian peo- 
ple appears in “La Serbie,” a weekly 
published .by Serbs in exilc, 
and -¢dited by Dr. Lazar Mirkovic, a 
professor of Belgrade university.

The reasons invoked by the allied 

overnments against the sending of 
oodstuffs to Serbia do pot preclude 
and ought not to preclude the send- 
ing of help -which, while relieving 
the famished Serbian population, 
would in no way weaken the effects 
of the blockade. 

The Swiss committee for Serbian 
relief provides a stifficient guarantee 
that the foodstuffs and other indis- 
pensable articles will be distributed 
among the Serbian population . and 
that this distribution will in no way 
replace rations accorded by the in- 
vaders. As regards flour, in the first 
place there are in Serbia a great 
number of people who cannot get 
bread to eat oftener than once a 
week, Then there are things that 
are totally lacking, for example, milk, 


paper 


which if sent to Serbia could save 
the children who still remain alive 
from certain death, Clothing and 


shoes are no longer to be had in 
Serbia, or are so costly that the pop- 
ulation is not in a position to obtain 
them. 

To supply all this to the Serbs 
would in no way diminish the effects 
of the blockade, because the persons 
who would benefit would not cede 
their rations to the invader, for this 
simple reason that they are recéiving 
nothing from the invader. 

One sees, therefore, that military 
necessities and the exigencies of the 
most elementary humanity can be 
reconciled, and with a little more 
good-will one could arrive at satis- 
factory results. 

It is the duty of the Serbian rep- 
resentatives to explain to our Brit- 
ish and American alligs that there is 
no qtiestion of any action in favor 
of the enemy but of the saving of 
the Sesbian” population, which — is 
menaced by death from starvation, 

We make appeal to the generosity 
so largely and so often displayed of 
the British, the. French, and the 
Americans, to rescue our unhappy 
compatriots from an appalling situa- 
tion. One may say the same thing 
of the Serbs interned and prisoners 
of war, whose fate is most tragic.

Theodore Roosevelt, speaking in 
New York at a “National Service” 
mass meeting under the auspices of 
the mayors’ committee on national 
defense, declared the only peace 
which will make the world safe far 
democracy must be based’ upon the 
complete overthrow of Austria and 
Turkey. Included in the program he 
outlined were a free Arabia and Ar- 
menia, Poland and. Lithuania, with 
an independent Czech commonwealth 
and a Jugo-Slav state. 

“Continually we hear rumors of 
peace,” he said. “I think the circu- 
lation of such rumors is injurious to 
America and to the cause of de- 
cency and democracy. We _ should 
make it clearly understood that the 
conduct of Germany has been such 
that we regard as enemies of man- 
kind all people who would strive to 
bring about a peace based upon treat- 
ing Germany, Austria and Turkey on 
the one hand, and the allies on the 
other, as standing on a footing of 
equality. The only peace that will 
make the world safe for democracy 
isa peace based upon the complete 
overthrow of Germany and the dis- 
Solution of Austria and Turkey. 

_ “Unless we have used the phrase 
in a hyprocritical and igsincere man- 


ner, this is the way to make the. 
world safe for democracy, and the 
only way; and this means that the 


only peace we can accept is the peace 
of overwhelming victory. Turkey's 
conduct toward the Armenian and 
Syrian Christians has been such as 
to make it evident that the Turk 
must not only be driven out of Eur- 
ope, but his empire destroyed, Give 
Arabia freedom, give Armenia free- 
dom, Establish a free city at Con- 
stantinople and keep the straits ab- 
solutely open for the Russians and 
for everyone else. 

“Make a great indepefident Poland

Edison Device Said 
To Have Saved Steamer 


His Invention Is Declared to Have 
Cut Down Greatly the Danger 


From Submarines 


If America has not solved the sub- 
marine problem it has cut down the 
danger from it to a tremendous ex- 
tent, it was declared here, through 
the torpedo deflecting device invent- 
ed by Thomas A, Edison, This is 
said to have been tried out effectively 
with torpedo boats, and to have 
been installed on ‘several liners, 

The most spectacular test of the 
device so far, it is declared, resulted 
in saving a big American steamship 
which arrived in an Atlantic port re- 
cently. 

The passengers arriving on_ the 
ship, ineluding army officers 
who were not in the secret, said that 
the mechanism of the torpedo went 
wrong just before it should haye 
}struck the vessel, The torpedo was 
described as having leaped into the 
air and gone off on a tangent when 
it re-entered the water, passing, to 
the stern of the ship. 

This torpedo, it is confidently as- 
serted, was deflected by Mr, Edison's 
device, which had been installed on 
that ship and a few others. The work 
of installing the devices, which are 
declared to be inexpensive, when the 
service is taken into consideration, 
will proceed with rapidity. |

|Lacteal Fluid May Be- Converted 
Into Clothing and Ornaments 


It has remained for two French 
chemists, Francois Lebreil and Raoul 
Desgeorge, to conceive an idea 
whereby milk may be niade to yield 
a fabric which may be converted in- 
to clothing ant ornaments, The curds’ 
of the milk are subjected to’a chem-

Sir Auckland C, Geddes, minister 
of national service, addressing depu- 
tations from Glasgow the other day, 
said: “They must remember in con- 
nection with any theory of recruiting 
that an army was not only a fighting 
machine. It was very largely a com- 
munity, such as the city of Glasgow, 
only it was a temporary community. 


It required an claborate transport 
service, water delivery, food  sup- 
plies, sanitary services, and many 


other things; the whole organization 
was that of a big community, an 
the fighting work was on the aver- 
age not more than one twenty- -fifth 
of the more or less civil work going 
on at any given time. It was only 
Ww hen they began to think of an army 
in that way, as a vast community, a 
big city dumped in the open, with 
all the needs of a big community to 
be satisfied under most exceptional 
and strenuous conditions, that they 
ained a right conception, and real- 
ized that the army necded older men 
to maintain cohesion and to steady 
the young men, All the qualities 
that go to make good citizens in this 
country were needed in their citizen 
armies, and the older men must be 
there, It was a big community with 
a public opinion of its own, and it 
wanted the different age elements 
which had their lot and part in pub- 
lic opinion,

A Wartime Discovery 
Bread Baked With Sea Water Keeps 
Fresh Longer 


Among. the strange customs 
brought to light by the war is the 
practice in some parts of France to 
use sea water in baking bread. It is 
proposed to authorize the extension 
of this idea to other parts of the 
country in order to save salt, which 
is. an incumbrance to traffic, every 
saving in which relieves the load on 
the railways, It has been found that 
bread baked with sea water keeps 
moist longer, owing to the affinity 
for water which the magnesium 
chloride in the sea water possesses. 
This substance and other minerals 
are particularly useful for the body. 
Sea water and human blood are so 
closely akin in cOnstitution that sea 
water has been used to inject into 
the veins to revive those who are 
thoribund and with excellent results. 
The 29 substances which have been 
‘identified: in the body are largely 
present in sea water, and it has been 
contended that this demonstrates the 
origin of the human animal body to 
have been originally derived from 
marine life. A similar argument 
might be constructed to indicate his 
origin in the air. However this may 
be, bread made with sea water is 
certainly palatable, and keeps fresh 
longer. » Rolls made with it are said 
to last a week, if not caten in the 
meantime. The water must be tak- 
en at a proper distance from land and 
from a depth of twenty fect or so if 
possible, The yeast has to be pre- 
pared with fresh water and the salt 
water used for mixing the dough.

One Blindéd Soldiers 


Sir Frederick Fraser Plans to Pub- 
lish Daily Newspaper an- 
Monthly Magazine 
for Blind 


| It is interesting to note in the face 
‘of general horror of blindness, that 
the assumption in many quarters 
‘that the war wl turn back into Can- 
‘ada hundreds of sighiless men is 
without foundation, The records of 
the military hospitals commission, 
under whose direction all disabled 
soldiers come when they return to 
this country, show that of the 400,000 
j Canadians sent overseas, only 31 
have been blinded to date. 

Nine of these men. have been re- 
turned to Canada ready to carry on 
professions which they learned at 
St. Dunstan’s School for the Blind in 
London, England, and are making 
good; the rest arc in England, still 
in training. 

There liave been several cases in 
which the men have become blind 
aftér thcir return to Canada, and pro- 
vision for their re-education has 
been’ made in the School for the 
‘Blind at Halifax, under the direction 
of Sir Frederick Fraser, 

Sir Frederick is planning a new in- 

stitution now which will’ a¢commo- 
‘date any further cases of this kind, 
and rival the St. Dunstan’s school 
and the Light House established by 
Miss Winifred Holt in Paris for the 
re-education of the blinded soldiers 
in France, 
! He is: planning to include a print- 
jing house for the publication of lit- 
;erature in the raised type used ‘by 
the ‘blind, including a daily news- 
paper and a monthly magazine. 

The: Braille ‘system of raised dots 
has restored the world to the blind. 
With an awl the blinded soldier 
learns to write in the Braille charac- 
,ters, and his finger tips, running

Tolerite the Old Conditions, 


On a clear day, as the sun sinks 
in the west, a spreading shadow 
slowly climbs the castern _sky—the 
shadow of the globe itself, So, as thie 
flames of war begin to burn them- 
selves out there is rising upon the 
horizon of the future, mystical 
vast, the shadow of a new, world. 

In the beginning no one anywhere 
grasped the meaning of the war, and 
few even realized whrat it was about. 
The Germans raucously repeated 
their alliterative formula of “werld 
domination or downfall,” but without 
conceiving the gigantic reactions it 
compelled, The allies, as then con- 
stituted, struggled confusedly for a 
status quo ante—to force the Hun- 
nish flood back within its former 
confines. As the conflict grew one 
hypothesis after another was  pro- 
posed and rejected—“the capitalists’ 
war,” “the trade avar,” “the race 
war,” “the war of penalty for Euro- 
pean politics.” Gradually the cleav- 
age between kings and people was 
perceived, Finally, eveit before the 


slavery and freedom, Lincoln's is- 
sue, and the one cause, with a sin- 
gle lamentable exception, for which 
Ainerica has marched to battle, be- 
came unmistakably clear. 

With that stern and majestic vis- 
ta wide before us, it is a little dis- 
turbing. to hear the -pacifists — still 
chanting lustily as ever that all war 
is insane. We may discount the 
| German harmonies in this chorus, but 
when we distinguish such voices -as 
those of Romain Rolland and Max- 
im Gorky it is necessary, in ord€r 
jthat we may justify’ oursclves to 
‘posterity and know that our new 
| world is not to be builded on & lun- 
atic’s dream, to inquire if, or even 
how far, they are right. 

To get at the root of the matter 
let us conceive an analogy. A man 
happens to be locked in a room with 
a murderous madman, just as man- 
kind is locked in the world with 
German militarism, which, after all, 
is the perfect poison flower of Ger- 
‘manism. The maniac attacks. The 
other's first impulse is defensive—to 
|hold the aggressor, But in the fero- 
city of the assault he discovers at 
once that he must subdue that mad- 
man or die. 

In the atavism of the struggle that 
follows, the mere physical crash of 
bone on bone and clutch of flesh on 
| sense war doubtless is the dethrone- 


militarism, which is the father of 
wars. But to ignore the fact. that 
the man ‘defending his life with the 
full fury of his body will, if he sur- 
vives, return to reason, while the 
madman never will, and to put them 
on a parity of dementia is clearly an 
intellectual crime. And to seream 
peace at the defender in the midst 
of his fight is worse than an irre- 
sponsible insanity—it is sheer nihil- 
ism. ’

Consumers Urged to Use Substitutes 
for Wheat, Flour, Beef 
and Bacon 


Canadians who are willing to fol- 
low the advice of the food controller 
in order to help save urgently-need- 
ed wheat flour, beef and bacon for 
the soldiers, will find a considerable 
number of wholesome substitutes, 

To’ save wheat flour, barluy may 
be used for soup and barley flour for 
thickening; corn meal for bread and 
cereal; oatmeal for cereal and oat 
inuffins, Potatoes may be used in a 
|variety of appetizing dishes--and 
when they are served bread ma 
sometimes be omitted from the meal. 
At present the price of corn meal is 
high, but the new crop in the United 
States is very large and will be com- 
ing on the,markect soon. The ques- 
tion of price has to be carefully con- 
sidered by the great majority of peo- 
ple, but those who can afford to do 
so should substitute in part other 


wen of ressou—we_are making that} cereals for wheat even if the price of 
admission -in. the. effort to destroy |t/¢ substitutes shouid~be mgher; 


For meat, fish is a peculiarly suit- 
able substitute because of the variety 
available and the abundant soGrces“of 
supply in the Dominion. Beans have 
nearly the saine food values as meat. 
| By careful selection of other foods 
the consumption of meat may_ be 
very considerably reduced, especially 
by persons who are not engaged in 
heavy manual work. 

And remember, the primary reason 
for urging saving of wheat flour, beef 
and bacon is not economy in cost, 
but that the soldiers may be supplied 
with the food which they need.
